A Boy's Head Cut Off, and his Brother's 


Arm Mashed.

Kaufman's buggy and brought him to the

Cbenowelb, who is 


the resident surgeon of tbt Wabasb com- 
pany, as quickly as possible 
In the nb 


sence of the Chenowethe, who had gone 
to the country to peiform a surgical op- 
eration, Drs S J. Bumstead and A. R 
Small were summoned to the reiief of the 
suflerermg man, and in due course of 
tiiue tbe crushed member was amputated 
a few inches below the shoulder joint, 
the patient being placed under the in- 
fluence of chlorolorm 
Liter.Mr Htrvey 


was placed in a carriage anu removed to 
his boarding houae at No. [40 East North 
street, where he "will,receive every need- 
ful attention that money can command or 
friends suggest. Mr. Harvcj is unmarried.

while three small boys were angling for 
crawfish in a branch in me Wabafch yard 
between the Union depot and the round 
house, one of the boys—Jjlius Lozies by 
name, aged 7 years and the sjn of a Po- 
lander— had his bead cut off by a car 
wheel 
Tbe lad, at the time of the acci- 


dent was lying on a bridge which spans 
the branch, with a part of his head rest- 
ing upon the rail, and above him was a 
freight car, that bid been standing there 
for some time 
While Julius was in the 


position described a switch engine backed 
up against tbe car, and one of the wheels 
passed over the boy's head, cutting it 
clean ofl. 
One of the boys under the 


bridge, a brother of the doomed lad, 
reached upward to juve the boy, and m 
doing BO he had the flesh of his right arm 
near the shoulder badly mashed, but no 
bones were broken.

BROKE IN AGAIN. 


Hermu Myer Booted for imotter Trip Up tie 


Host] to Joitot IB CftBjpaiy 


with IT. F. Clark. 


From Wednesday's Dally. • 


On Monday last a 10-line paragraph ap- 


peared in these columns announcing tbe 
fact that Herman Myer, who got a sen- 
tence of one year for burglary and larceny 
at the last December term of tbe Macon 
county circuit court, had been pardoned 
on Saturday last by Gov. Cullom on a 
petition signed by numerous citizens and 
sent to Springfield from this city. Myer 
was discharged from the Joliet peniten- 
tiary on Sunday morning, and on Monday 
evening last he reappeared in Decatur, 
wearing the suit of clothes given him by 
the State. 
Yesterday he perambulated 


tbe streets and formed the acquaintance 
of an idler named W. F. Clark, bailing 
from St. Louis. In the park sat a German 
stranger named Samuel Boggart, a gar- 
dener by occupation, whose home it at 
Highland, 111. The German was noticea- 
bly nnder the Influence of liquor, and 
Myer and Clark spotted him. They pro- 
ceeded to "work him" for all be is worth, 
and finally succeeded in getting him to 
go with them down toward the Union 
depot, where they lingered until 2 or 3 
o'clock in tbe afternoon, when they walk- 
ed south on the Illinois Central track and 
finally anchored under a tree in a seclu- 
ded spot on Cassell's hill, east of tbe 
Midland depot 
According to Bozzarts 


story, Myer and Clark were exceedingly 
friendly, and induced him to sit down on 
the grass with his back against a tree.— 
Then Clark suddenly placed n hand on 
the German's shoulder, and with the 
other hand pulled a 41-calibre revolver 
from his pocket and threatened to kill 
the victim if he made any noise, and 
while the German was under complete 
subjection Myer went through his pockets 
taking a $5 bill, three silver dollars, two 
half dollars, one dime and two nickels— 
$9.45. 
After taking the money the two 


robbers lit out, and tbe German came up 
town as quickly as he could and told bis 
story, substantially as above given to 
Deputy Kearney and Officer Brewer, who 
with Sheriff Foster immediately took 
steps that resulted in the speedy capture 
of the criminals 
They first visited the 


seene of the robbery, but found no trace 
of the two men, except that Mrs Henry 
Gowan had seen tbe three parties on the 
hill before they separated, but bad not 
noticed when they left or in what direc 
tion they had gone.

NEW YOEK, May 19.— The Herald 


this morning publishes the following : 


WASHINGTON, May 18.— The follow- 


ing letter from ex-President Grant to 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, shows that 
in the present contest between Senator 
Conkling and the president, Mr. Conk- 
ling had the full sympathy and support 
of General Grant, 
This letter to Sen- 


ator Jones contained one from the ex- 
president to Mr. Garfield which was 
delivered to him personally by Senator 
Jones. Its contents are not known, but 
there can be no doubt ythat its purport 
is similar to that of the letter to Mr, 
Jones. The letter is as follows : 


CITY OF MEXICO, April 24, 1881.— 


My Dear Senator : I see by the latest 
dispatches received here from the capi- 
tol of our country, that the dead-lock 
in organizing the senate is not broken 
and that nothing has been done by the 
president to allay the bitterness which 
must be engendered by his most recenl 
appointments. 
When the first batch 


of nominations for New York was sent 
in, I was delighted. 
1 believed then 


that the president had determined to 
recognize the Republican ptrty and not 
a faction, but his nominations of the 
next day convinced me that the first 
act was but a part of a deep-laid scheme 
by somebody to punish prominent lead 
ere for being openly friendly to me. ] 
cannot believe (hat General Garfield is 
the author of this policy. I give him 
credit for being too big a man to de- 
scend to sucb means for punishment ol 
men who gave him a hearty support in 
bis election, and who are disposed to 
give him a hearty support now, for the 
offense of having had a former prefer- 
ence for some one else, for the office 
which he now holds.

acts of the administration. Conkling 
and Platt and the chosen Senators from 
the creat State of New York, and that 
too, against all the opposition of an ad- 
ministration created, fay the same part;

"HELL" JUD "DEVIL" Iff THE BE 


VISED TESTAMENT 


A writer in the New York Timet— 


evidently a theological scholar—re- 
viewing the changes made by the trans 
lators of the new version of the New 
Testament, says : 


There is one word which is not to 


be found anywhere in tho old version 
which has been transferred bodily from 
the Greek io the revised edition. 
This 


is the word ''Hades," which was usec 
in Greek mythology to denote th 
world of departed spirits. This word 
in tbe authorized version was translatec 
"hell," and the fact that these scholars 
having this revision.io charge have re 
fused to sanction this translation bai 
given rise to the report that the "hell' 
of the Bible was to be abolished. 
The 


report has 
no foundation in 
fact 


\Vhereverthe word "Gehenna" appears 
in the original it has been properly 
translated "hell." 
The "Hades' of the 


original has a quite different significa- 
tion, and by. translating it "hell1 the 
oroper meaning of the word was ob- 
scured. 
An 
instance of the 
use of 


"Hudes" in the new version is to be 
found in Acts ii., 27, where these words 
are quoted from Psalms xvi. in refer- 
ence to Christ: 
"Thou wilt not leave 


my soul in Hades, nor wilt Thou give 
Thy holy one to see corruption." 
The 


common rendering "hell," is evidently 
here wholly unsuitable. 
The text sim- 


ply predicts the _resurrection of Jesus 
after His death, affirming that he will 
not be allowed to remain in Hades, the 
region of departed 
spirits. 
In the 


thirty-first verse of the same chapter of 
Acts, "His soul was not left in hell" is 
changed to "His soul was not left in 
Hades," and wherever the word "Hades" 
occurs in the original it is retained in 
the revised version. The "hell" of the 
gospel, the place of eternal punishment, 
is retained, but the word used to des- 
cribe it in the Greek is "Gehenna." and 
not "Hades." 


The word ''devil." which appears ia 


the authorized version very frequently, 
is eliminated in the revised in many 
places. Two very different Greek words 
were each translated "devil" by the 
men who made tbe King James version. 
One of these clearly meant the JPrinco 
of Darkness. 
This was tbe word used 


in Matthew, iv. 1 : 
-'Then was Jesus 


led up of the spirit into the wilderness 
to be tempted of the devil." 
Then 


there is tho other word, the literal 
translation of which is ''demon," which 
is so often used in connection with 
those miserable persons who are des- 
cribed literally as ''demonized," or in 
the free translation of the authoiized 
version, as "possessed of devils." 
Tbe 


rendering of the two distinct words by 
ihe eame term obliterates to the Eng- 
lish reader a very clear distinction 
which is made in the original. 
The 


man "possessed of devils,1' or "demon- 
ized," was not regarded, even by the 
Jews of tho days of Jesus, as influenced 
by tbe Prince of Darkness. 
They were 


the victims of a disease, some of them 
being epileptio, others insane and oth- 
ers still deaf and dumb. 
The revisers 


have not deemed it advisable to substi- 
tute the word "demon" for 
"devil," 


when the latter occurs in this connec- 
tion, but, while retaining the old trans 
lation, they have indicated on the mar- 
gin every instance in which the word 
for "demon" has been trinslated "devil." 
The devil, therefore, has not been abol- 
ished in the revision of the New Testa- 
ment. 
He occupies a position witL the 


hell of the old version. 
He has simply 


been confined to his proper sphere.

"CHEAP CHARLEYS CORNER. 


LONDON, Oot., May 24.—Tbi» even- 


ing at *ix o'clock the steamer Victoria,
